1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., a bcensed and bonded auctioneer (the "Auctioneer"). 
Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot, the consignor of 
the property included in the lot may bid on and purchase the lot at the auction sale for his own account. Notice of the consignor's 
liberty to bid is hereby made in accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall 
obligate such consignor to pay a fee to the Auctioneer. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, the Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion immediately put the lot up for sale again. The Auctioneer's decision shall be final and binding upon all bidders.

6. All successful mail/FAX/phone bidders will be notified by Monday, June 7. If the auction invoice(s) or notice of successful bids submitted by the 
Auctioneer is not paid in full upon the date of the auction, the unpaid balance will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law 
until paid from the date of the auction, and if the Auctioneer refers the invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay 
attorneys fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by the Auctioneer.

Bright surfaces, above-average in strike for 
the date. 
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LIBERTY' QUARTER EAGLES 

PCGS 1843-C Large Date VF 30. The more commonly 
encountered of the two varieties of this year, and yet, still a 
worthwhile coin with only 75-80 pieces believed extant in all 
grades. Rarely seen above VF. This piece shows the central 
striking weakness common to Charlotte mint gold of the 
period. Otherwise, a relatively clean coin for the grade with 
only a few minor blemishes. Bright yellow-gold color. Trends

PCGS 1843-D XF 45. Satiny, with many remnants of the 
original, green-gold luster still remaining. This well struck 
example shows a slight, barely noticeable, vertical scratch on 
Liberty's cheek near the ear. In EF-40, this date Trends at 
$1075; in AU-50 the price jumps to $2800. 

PCGS 1843-0 AU 55. Large Date. A rare issue that has 
remained unrecognized by the major grading services. As a 
result, it has become a forgotten rarity. If uncertain, the Large 
Date variety can be distinguished by the diagnostic 
repunching on the bottom of the O in the mintmark. This is an 
atypically strong strike for the issue with good definition on 
the hair curls and only slight softness on the eagle's leg. Deep 
reddish color and clean surfaces overall. Unlisted in Trends. 

PCGS 1844-C AU 50. While showing the diagnostic weakness 
of strike in the centers, this is a premium piece with bright 
semi-reflective fields and more moderate circulation marks 
than often seen on other examples of this issue. The '44-C is 
easily one of the rarest of all Charlotte quarter eagles, termed 
by Breen as "prohibitively rare (in) AU," this is undoubtedly 
one of the finest pieces known of this rare issue. Trends

NGC 1844-D XF 40. A well balanced yellow-gold specimen, 
ideal to represent a Dahlonega-mint quarter eagle Trends 
$1,375. 

PCGS 1845 XF 45. Well struck (except on the eagle's leg) with 
deep reddish color. 

PCGS 1846-D AU 50. Very scarce in AU and mint state, this 
is a lovely coin with significant portions of luster still 
remaining and showing a lovely two-toned effect with 
greenish-gold color overall accented by fight rose on the 
highpoints of the design. Well struck with no mentionable 
surface distractions. Trends $3,000. 

PCGS 1847 VF 35. Breen-6188, Heavily Repunched 18 in Date. 
A scarce and underrated coin that is less available than its 
mintage of 29,814 pieces would suggest, with an estimated 85 
to 95 pieces believed extant in all grades. Seldom seen above 
the VF level. This is a pleasing, well struck example that 
shows the usual softness of strike in the center of the reverse. 
Much reddish color has accrued to each side. Trends $250 in 
VF 20, $460 in XF 40. 

PCGS 1850 XF 45. Breen-6205, Thin numerals. Scarcer than 
its mintage of 252,923 would suggest. Well struck on the 
obverse with weak central details on the reverse. Trends $210 
in XF 40, $425 in AU 50. 

PCGS 1850-C VF 25. A very scarce Charlotte quarter eagle 
that is often compared to the 1849-C, but is actually not quite 
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as diffi cult. This is a weakly struck example (as always) that 
shows a few reverse field marks. Trends $615 in VF 20. 

76 PCGS 1850-0 XF 40. A nice, problem-free example of this 
early quarter eagle. Typical weakness at the center, but 
otherwise well struck and retaining some luster. 

77 PCGS 1850-0 XF 40. Lustrous surfaces with a bit of weakness, 
as usual, in the eagle's wings. Scarce any finer. Trends $550. 

78 PCGS 1851-C AU 53. A rare Charlotte quarter eagle that is 
highly desirable in this grade with most of the known 
specimens falling in the VF category; XF coins are considered 
extremely rare, making this one of the finest examples known. 
Well struck on the obverse and showing some softness of detail 
over the ear, a diagnostic of the issue, with fight yellow-gold 
color and no mentionable abrasions on either side. Trends

79 PCGS 1854-0 XF 40. While not as well struck as most '54-0 
quarter eagles, this piece does not show the clash marks 
usually seen on most examples. Clean throughout with bright 
fields. Trends $345. 

80 NGC 1856-0 AU 50. An elusive issue in all grades and an 
important condition rarity in XF or better. This is a pleasing 
example whose surfaces have a fight olive tint and a hint of 
semi-prooflikeness in the fields. The strike is strong with only 
slight softness on the eagle. Trends $2,600. 

81 PCGS 1858-C AU 55. A very rare Charlotte issue and a most 
important coin in this grade. Rated as a mid to high R.7 in AU 
condition, this piece is easily one of the finest examples known 
with only one mint state piece apparently extant. The strike 
on this coin is unusually sharp on the obverse, but does show 
the usual weakness on the eagle on the reverse. While there 
are a number of small abrasions on each side, there are none 
of the usual planchet defects common to this issue. Good luster 
with much reddish color over the surfaces.

82 PCGS 1867-S XF 40. A scarce S-mint issue, but not 
prohibitively so, and one that is quite scarce in grades any 
finer than XF. This piece has remarkably clean surfaces for 
the grade and slight central softness on each side.

83 PCGS 1869 AU 53. Somewhat scarce in all grades, the 1869 is 
occasionally available in AU or even finer condition. This is a 
lovely piece that is well struck and shows deep reddish- 
coppery color with no large or distracting marks on either 
side.

Deep reddish-orange color on both sides and 
showing remnants of prooffikeness in the fields, as always. 

Well struck with only minor abrasions. Trends $875. 
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87 1873 PCGS MS 63. Closed 3. Fully frosted, with satiny luster 
on both sides. One or two scattered coppery toning spots attest 
to the original status of this coin. Definitely worth a premium 
bid. Much scarcer than the Open 3 variety. Population: 8 in 
MS-63, only 1 in MS-64, none graded higher! 

88 PCGS 1876-S XF 40. Second lowest mintage among S-mint 
quarter eagles with only 5,000 pieces struck, and decidedly 
rare in any grade. Slight softness of strike on each side, as 
always, and showing the diagnostic die scratch on Liberty's 
lower jawline. Attractive variegated red and steely-blue color. 
Trends $725. 

89 PCGS 1877 AU 50. Although not quite as scarce as its 
impressively low mintage of 1,632 pieces would indicate, the 
1877 is, nevertheless, a diffi cult quarter eagle. Most of the 
survivors are XF or better and many show localized striking 
weakness. This is a pleasing prooflike coin with rich red color 
and no distracting abrasions. Trends $1,600. 

90 PCGS 1878 MS 64. Super satiny, with deep, creamy mint 
frost appearing on both sides. Hints of green and pink toning 
add a nice touch of color to this already impressive coin. With 
the current interest in Mint State U.S. gold coins, this piece 
should fetch a strong bid.

The obverse has unusually bold 
definition on the hair curls, but the reverse does show some 
softness on the neck and leg of the eagle. The fields are clean 
and overall the coin has a pleasing orange-gold color. Trends

154 NGC 1857-C AU 50. Fully lustrous, but with numerous fight 
bagmarks on both sides. Well struck and nicely detailed. 
Coppery toning has begun to form in the protected areas. This 
date is tough to locate above XF condition. In AU, this date is 
both collectible and affordable, especially compared to the few 
mint state examples known. 

155 PCGS 1873-S XF40 A very rare With Motto issue that is not 
only rare in the absolute sense, but is a condition rarity as 
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well. This is one of the finest known examples with only two 
pieces apparently known in AU and none in strict mint state.

345 PCGS 1899 MS 62. A trifle baggy. 

346 PCGS 1899 MS 63. Bright, glittering luster. 

347 PCGS 1900 MS 63. Sharply struck and lustrous. 

348 PCGS 1904 MS 62. Bright and lustrous. 

349 NGC 1904 MS 62. Without a small scratch behind the head of 
Liberty, this coin would grade two, perhaps three points 
higher. Superb fields, great color and eye appeal make this 
one of the nicest 62s ever graded. Premium quality defined. 

350 PCGS 1904 MS 63. 

351 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Rich gold color with smooth luster. 
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352 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Above average with no distracting marks. 

353 NGC 1904 MS 64. A nice coin with excellent luster and no 
distracting marks.

SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

358 PCGS 1907 High Relief MS 64. A lovely representative 
example of this perennially popular American gold coin. The 
medallic appearance is always impressive and the clean fields 
and satiny surfaces on this piece add to its desirability. At the 
time of this writing, the market for American gold coins is red 
hot.

Above average luster and 
a very clean obverse. Above MS 64, this date becomes rather 
difficult to locate.

Lightly toned in a delicate, green-gold 
color. After this grade, the collector "hits the wall", as only 7 
better examples have been graded by NGC.

375 NGC 1910 MS 63. A bright example with swirling cartwheel 
luster and a sunny yellow color.

A well struck example of this scarce and popular territorial 
issue. Totally original, this piece shows deep blue and russet 
patina within the recesses of the central devices as well as 
outlining the perimeter of the coin. There are a few marks 
here and there, but none that are singularly distracting. An 
excellent specimen for the grade.

398 PCGS 1854 Liberty Head Octagonal Quarter Dollar MS 63. 
BG-108, R.5. Sharply struck with shimmering prooflike fields. 
A scarcer Period One piece struck by Antoine Nouizillet. 

399 PCGS 1872 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar AU 58. BG- 
814, High R.6. Rich green and orange-gold color with just a 
whisper of rub. Medallic alignment of the dies. A very rare 
quarter dollar struck by Frontier & Bellemere and possibly 
R.7. 

400 PCGS 1865 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 62. BG- 
822, R.5. Prooflike and struck in a rich, green-gold color. 

401 PCGS 1869 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar AU 55. BG- 
827, R.7. Semi-prooflike with light reddish color and only 
slight rubbing in the fields. 

402 PCGS 1870 Liberty Head Octagonal Half Dollar MS 61. BG- 
908. R.7. Deep, even orange-gold color and remarkably clean 
for the grade. Very scarce. 

403 PCGS 1869 Liberty Head Octagonal Half Dollar MS 62. BG-

408 PCGS 1825 MS 64 Brown. Glossy chocolate-brown surfaces 
intermixed with a mottling of steely-gray. Scarcer as a date, 
carrying over into the mint state grades. Population: 8 in 64, 
none higher. 

409 NGC 1828 MS 64 Brown. C-3, R.l, 13 Stars variety. A 
lustrous, olive toned example Both sides, especially the 
reverse, are fully iridescent. A lovely example of the type. 

410 PCGS 1834 MS 62 Brown. C-l, Rarity 1, the only variety of 
the year. Chocolate brown on the obverse, with scattered 
flyspecks. The reverse is dark brown, with a crescent of fighter 
brown near the bottom. 

411 NGC 1835 MS 64 Brown. C-l, R.l. Chocolate brown, with olive 
toning in the protected areas. 

412 PCGS 1855 MS 63 Red and Brown. Faded original red color 
with attractive rich turquoise color surrounding the devices 
and periphery. 


LARGE CENTS 

413 PCI 1804 XF 40 Brown Environmental Damage. Nicely 
detailed, with all of Liberty's hair strands and the folds in her 
drapery well-defined. Both sides are a deep chocolate brown 
color. The obverse has some slight granularity: apparently, the 
"environmental damage" designation refers to a patch of 
granularity in the right obverse field. The reverse has nice 
surfaces and is much smoother than the obverse. For an 1804 
Cent, this example is well above average. Trends at $7500 in 
EF. 

414 NGC 1813 AU 50 Brown. S-293. Dark brown, with smooth, 
glossy surfaces except for a small patch of granularity on the 
upper right obverse. This is a type which is very diffi cult (and 
expensive) to find nice. This pleasing coin will make a nice 
addition to any date or variety set. 

415 NGC 1820 MS 64 Brown. Sharply struck with smooth, glossy 
surfaces and a couple of tiny planchet flaws out of the obverse. 
A bit subdued on the reverse with fight blue-brown color on 
that side. 
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416 NGC 1853 MS 65 Red and Brown. Well struck in all areas with 
much of the original red luster remaining. 

417 NGC 1855 MS 63 Red. Bright red color, a pleasing coin for the 
grade.

Fully struck with lovely 
even red color and a couple of light obverse spots. A scarce and 
desirable variety. Population: 9 in 65, 7 finer 

427 ANACS 1870 MS 63 Red and Brown. Well struck, with a 
particularly attractive reverse. 

428 PCI 1873 Doubled LIBERTY MS 63 90% Red. Breen-1986. 
Die 2. A very select example of this rare variety, easily 
condition census, with slight mottling of the original color. 
Trends $4,500. 

429 ANACS 1894 cent MS 64 Red and Brown; 1910 cent MS 65 
Red and Brown; 1908 nickel MS 64; and a 1916-D nickel AU 
58. All are nice, problem-free examples for the grade (Total: 4) 

430 PCGS 1894 MS 66 Red. Mellow, orange-red color. Immaculate 
surfaces and deep satiny luster. Population: 8 in all colors, 
none higher. 

431 PCGS 1895 MS 65 Red. A blazing, fully struck example of this 
nearly century-old coin. 

432 PCGS 1902 MS 64 Red and Brown. Toned in rich red and 
orange colors. 


433 NGC 1908 MS 64 Red. Two pieces, both with rich orange color. 
(Total: 2) 

434 NGC 1909 MS 65 Red. Super satiny. Toned in a rich, golden- 
orange color, with a circle of lilac toning on the upper right 
reverse. A very pleasing example of the last date of the series. 

435 PCGS 1909 MS 66 Red. Very well struck for this final year 
issue, with satiny brilliance and a light golden-orange color 
over both sides.

The obverse is toned a dazzling orange color while, on the 
reverse, iridescent shades of green and rose cover the 
spariding surfaces. This is currently the only 1909 graded 
equally by NGC, not yet showing up on the May report.

450 PCGS 1909 VDB MS 64 Red. Bright and flashy; lightly spotted 
on the reverse.

Reverse 
doubling, plainest on the lettering. Trends $150. 

475 ANACS 1984 Doubled Die MS 65 Red. Breen-2314. A popular 
blunder, clearly doubled in Lincoln's beard and ear. Trends

A frosty Gem, showing satiny, mark-free 
surfaces on both sides. The eye appeal of this tiny coin is 
remarkable and far superior to most examples of the date. The 
obverse presents a delicate silver color, while the reverse has 
an added touch of golden iridescence. While finer examples 
may and do exist, we consider this to be just as desirable and 
certainly more affordable. 


493 PCGS 1852 MS 63. Lustrous with light original color, just a 
few pinscratches below S(TAT)ES prevent a higher grade. 

494 PCGS 1853 MS 63. Light in color with good peripheral 
definition but a bit soft in the centers. 

495 NGC 1854 MS 63. A nice Type Two Three-Cent Silver in an 
affordable, collectible grade. This example is quite well struck 
for the issue and has original silver-grey toning on both sides, 
along with some iridescent rainbow highlights. 

496 NGC 1857 MS 65. Bright and lustrous, with only a trace of 
color on either side. Struck from lightly clashed dies, with 
mirror images of the obverse and reverse appearing on the 
opposite sides. This example is very well detailed, with crisp 
lines in the shield and around the star. Only one piece has 
been graded higher by both PCGS and NGC, so this 
represents the highest collectible grade for this date. 

497 NGC 1858 MS 66. A lofty grade for this Type! A perusal of the 
Population and Census Reports indicates that the majority of 
certified examples of this Type fall in the MS-63 and MS-64 
grade ranges. In MS-65 this Type is quite rare, and in grades 
MS-66 and above this Type becomes almost impossible to find. 
The example offered here displays delicate lilac and golden 
pastels on both sides, a strong strike and light clash marks on 
the obverse. This is an excellent opportunity to acquire a 
virtually unimprovable example of the Type. 

498 PCGS 1866 MS 63. Spectacular green blue toning. One of only 
22,000 business strikes and very scarce as a result. This 
premium quality example deserves a strong bid. The reverse 
shows some Prooflike tendencies and some fight clash marks. 


PROOF THREE-CENT SILVER 

499 PCGS 1861 PR 65. Milky gray mirror surfaces that display 
ample reflectivity and appear wonderfully preserved. Only a 
tiny percentage of proofs from this year survive in gem 
condition. Population: 10 in 65, 1 higher. 


500 PCGS 1861 PR 67. Both sides are splendidly toned in a 
mixture of violet and blue, with peerless, fully reflective 
surfaces underneath. One of the finest proof three-cent silvers 
of this or any other date seen in recent memory. Population: 1 
in 67, none higher (4 in 67 for the series, none higher). 

501 NGC 1866 PR 64. A purple toned Gem, down-graded 
presumably because of a fintmark in the left obverse field. A 
lovely, original coin which should bring a premium bid. 

502 NGC 1866 PR 65. Deeply toned in shimmering steel-blue and 
sea-green colors. The reverse if this piece is especially 
attractive because of the bright nature of the surfaces. 
Population: 10, which is higher than some and certainly less 
than most PR-65 Trimes. 

503 PCGS 1868 PR 65. Steel-violet toning over both sides, with 
subtle flashes of blue iridescence when tilted at an angle. 
Population: 24 in 65, 2 higher. 

504 PCGS 1870 PR 65. Lovely violet toning, shading to blue 
iridescence about the peripheries. Population: 27 in 65, 9 
higher. 
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THREE-CENT NICKELS 

505 NGC 1865 MS 64. Gray-brilliant with light die clashing in the 
fields. 

506 PCGS 1872 MS 63. Lightly toned, with a full reverse strike. 

507 PCGS 1873 MS 64. Frosty with specks of subtle toning on the 
reverse. 

508 NGC 1888 MS 65. Gorgeous lilac and steel-grey toning. Superb 
eye appeal. Very scarce in Mint State. 

509 NGC 1888 MS 66. Toned in a delicate blush of lilac and golden 
colors. This Gem is fully satiny and extremely bright. Much 
scarcer in this lofty grade than its Proof counterpart. 


PROOF THREE-CENT NICKELS 

510 ANACS 1873-Proof-Corroded. We grade the coin PR 60 and 
note several larger copper spots on each side. 

511 NGC 1873 PR 64. Closed 3. The main device is toned in pale 
gold and violet hues. The fields have a fight gold cast. 

512 PCGS 1879 PR 64. Satiny, with frosty devices and less of the 
convincing brilliance that one expects on a Proof. Many of the 
Three-Cent Nickel Proofs look like Prooflike business strikes, 
and this piece is no exception. However, there is no doubt that 
this piece is a Proof, and a nice one at that! 

513 PCGS 1881 PR 64. Fully brilliant, with some slight cameo 
contrast on the obverse. Very sharply struck. A conservatively 
graded, near-Gem example. 

514 NGC 1883 PR 66. A golden toned Gem! Even close 
examination fails to reveal any faults. A great opportunity for 
the high grade Type collector! 


SHIELD NICKELS 

515 NGC 1867 No Rays MS 64. Doubled Date. Breen-2470. Much 
of the lettering on the obverse appears doubled as well, and we 
do not know if that is characteristic of all Doubled Dates or if 
this a new, unlisted variety. Brilliant but lacking in strike, 
especially on the reverse. 

516 NGC 1868 MS 65. Nearly full brilliant, with some very pale 
gold toning at the left side.The obverse is well struck, the 
reverse less so. 

517 NGC 1875 MS 63. Mostly brilliant and struck from slightly 
rusted dies. 

518 NGC 1882 MS 64. Fully struck with light golden toning. 

519 NGC 1882 MS 65. A streak of rose toning runs diagonally 
across the obverse of this Gem. The rest of the obverse, as well 
as the whole reverse, is toned in a delicate golden pastel. A 
small planchet flaw is noted at the second T of STATES on the 
reverse. All in till, this is an exceptional example of this date. 
Only 11 have been graded higher by NGC. 

520 NGC 1883 MS 64. Soft orange-gold toning forms about the 
outer portions. 


521 PCGS 1883 MS 64. Nicely struck, with full radial lines in all of 
the reverse stars. Lightly toned on the obverse. 


PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 

522 NGC 1875 PR 64. Fully struck, with a fight haze of iridescent 
toning. 

523 NGC 1881 PR 65. Original and choice, with some golden 
toning on both sides. Mintage: 3575, but this date usually 
commands a premium because of the low mintage of the 
business strikes of this year. 


LIBERTY NICKELS 

524 PCGS 1883 No Cents MS 64. Very well struck with green-gold 
toning out linin g the obverse and a streak of dusky golden- 
violet across the reverse. 

525 PCGS 1883 No Cents MS 64. Golden-gray, satiny surfaces that 
exhibit a virtually complete strike. 

526 NGC 1883 No Cents MS 64. Lustrous, with just a hint of 
golden color on both sides. 

527 NGC 1883 No Cents MS 65. Well struck, with a pale gold cast. 

528 NGC 1883 No Cents MS 65. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

529 PCGS 1883 No Cents MS 65. Satiny smooth, with lots of frosty 
cartwheel luster on both sides. 

530 NGC 1894 MS 64. Boldly struck with good luster showing from 
beneath fight gray toning. An appealing, original coin. 

531 PCGS A group of MS 64 Liberty nickels from 1897 to 1912, 
missing only an 1898 and ranging from brilliant to moderately 
toned. (Total: 14 coins) 

532 ANACS 1899 MS 63. Sharply struck and toned. 

533 NGC 1899 MS 65. Golden toned. 

534 NGC 1900 MS 65. Lightly toned in silky lilac and golden 
pastels. 

535 NGC 1902 MS 65. Bright and satiny, with just a hint of toning 
on both sides. 

536 PCGS 1903 MS 63. Golden toned. 

537 NGC 1903 MS 65. Lilac and golden toning rest atop frosty 
surfaces. 

538 NGC 1904 MS 65. Well struck and untoned. 

539 NGC 1904 MS 65. Nice and satiny, with a blush of fight purple 
and golden color on both sides. 

540 NGC 1908 MS 65. Bright and flashy, with lots of original 
luster to entice the collector. 

541 NGC 1912 MS 63. Green-gold in color, with reddish 
undertones. A trifle softly struck and with muted luster. 
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542 PCGS 1912-D MS 63. Remarkably well struck for this typically 
soft issue. Both sides are deeply toned in a blend of red-gold 
and steely-grey colors. A premium quality example. 

543 NGC 1912-D MS 63. Dusky, red-brown color. The underlying 
surfaces display a steely, metallic luster. 

544 NGC 1912-D MS 66. PCGS and NGC have each grade 4 
pieces in this grade, but none higher have been graded by 
either. This piece has hints of reddish-amber color in the fields 
with lovely mark-free surfaces. 

545 PCGS 1912-S MS 63. Deeply toned in rich golden hues. Scarce 
in all grades, especially so in Mint State. 


PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 

546 NGC 1883 No Cents PR 65. A lovely example of this scarce one 
year issue. 

547 NGC 1884 PR 62. A lustrous example with pale gold toning. A 
small planchet defect on the obverse and a tiny nick on the 
reverse prevent a higher grade. 

548 PCGS 1889 PR 64. Toned with a couple of obverse flyspecks 
and a long die break at the front of the coronet. 

549 NGC 1895 PR 65. Rich golden-rose toning on each side with a 
touch of lilac on the reverse. Deeply mirrored fields. 

550 PCGS 1896 PR 63. Lightly toned with a lone carbon spot 
behind Liberty's neck. 

551 PCGS 1910 PR 65. Pale iridescence delicately covers both 
obverse and reverse. 


BUFFALO NICKELS 

552 PCGS 1913 Type One MS 65. Lustrous, with delicate green- 
gold highlights on both sides. 

553 PCGS 1913 Type One MS 66. Bright and flashy, with intense 
luster and good eye appeal. Lightly toned in gold. 

554 NGC 1914 MS 66. Fully struck with vibrant luster and a rich 
golden tone. Only 3 67s have been graded by the two services. 

555 PCGS 1914 MS 66. An almost identical twin to the preceding, 
this one with a tinge of violet color. 

556 PCGS 1917-D MS 62. Lustrous but very softly struck. 

557 PCGS 1919-S MS 64. Fully struck in all areas with bright mint 
luster. Scarce. 

558 PCGS 1931-S MS 65. A premium quality, golden toned 
example of this tougher issue. 

559 NGC 1936 MS 67. Prooflike. In fact, at first glance, this looks 
like a Type 1 Satin Proof of this year! Turquoise blue 
iridescence. 

560 PCGS 1937 MS 65. 

561 PCGS 1938-D MS 65. Lustrous and essentially untoned. 


562 PCGS 1938-D MS 65. 


PROOF BUFFALO NICKELS 

563 NGC 1913 Type One PR 66. Glossy and lustrous, unlike the 
typical Matte Proof Buffalo Nickel, which is often gray and 
dull. Both sides display an exceptional, attractive blend of red, 
orange, and lilac colors. Simply beautiful! 

564 PCGS 1913 Type One PR 66. This shimmering Matte Proof 
Nickel has an exceptionally bright obverse. The reverse has a 
deeper golden color so it is not as bright, but it is above 
average nonetheless. Population: 32, with 7 higher. 

565 PCGS 1914 PR 65. The matte surfaces display exceptional 
brilliance on the obverse and a layer of gray-gold toning across 
the reverse. 


BUST HALF DIMES 

566 PCGS 1829 MS 64. V-7, R.3. A sharply struck Bust half dime 
that has clean, problem-free surfaces that are suggestive of an 
even higher grade. Lovely toning on the obverse with a mostly 
clear reverse that shows just a touch of light peripheral color. 

567 NGC 1831 MS 64. V-lc, R.l. Well struck with rich golden-rose 
toning spread across both sides and strong underlying luster. 

568 NGC 1832 MS 64. V-2b, R.l. Well struck and covered with rich 
multicolored toning and strong underlying mint luster. 

569 PCGS 1832 MS 64. Milky white, with a thin layer of toning on 
both sides. Presumably, this was kept from the Gem class 
because of a squiggly lintmark by the first star. Otherwise, 
this coin is outstanding. 

570 PCGS 1835 MS 63. Deeply toned in gunmetal gray, with some 
iridescence towards the center. 

571 NGC 1835 MS 64. Frosty white, with a thin layer of toning on 
the obverse and a small toning spot at the 12th star. Basically 
untoned on the reverse. A great looking example of this short¬ 
lived Type. 

572 PCGS 1837 MS 63. Deeply toned with original blue and gold 
color over fully lustrous surfaces. A choice coin for the grade. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

573 NGC 1837 No Stars MS 62. A deeply-toned example of this 
scarce, one-year type. 

574 PCGS 1837 No Stars MS 65. Fully detailed with an even 
golden toning covering the obverse. Population: 43 in 65, 7 
higher. 

575 PCGS 1845 MS 64. Sharply struck on both sides with full 
peripheral details on the stars. Light in color with good luster. 

576 PCGS 1849/6 MS 65. This is the finest example of this issue 
graded by PCGS. NGC has graded one higher and it is an 
amazing MS-68 example. The coin offered here has 
exceptional eye appeal, delicate olive, red and green-gold 
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pastel toning and a bold, sharp strike. It is impossible to say 
enough nice things about this tiny jewel — you simply must see 
it to appreciate the quality of this piece. Expect a runaway bid 
on this Gem! 

577 PCGS 1853 Arrows MS 64. Lustrous, and virtually free of 
toning. Some evidence of die clashing is visible on both obverse 
and reverse. 

578 NGC 1853-0 Arrows MS 65. Toned in speckled lilac on the 
obverse and speckled steel-blue and lilac on the reverse. For 
the issue, this piece is very well struck. Population: 2, none 
higher. A great opportunity to own one of the finest examples 
of this date! 

579 NGC 1855-0 Arrows MS 64. Deeply toned in olive and burnt- 
gold colors. A lovely high grade example. Population: 6 in MS- 
64, 3 higher, none better than 65. 

580 NGC 1856 MS 65. Shimmering luster peers out from beneath 
a layer of iridescent golden toning on the obverse. The reverse 
is just as satiny and includes some light green highlights. An 
impressive type coin. Population: 5 in MS-65, none higher. 

581 PCGS 1860 MS 63. Olive peripheral toning surrounds a golden 
center on the obverse and a plain white center on the reverse. 

582 PCGS 1860 MS 66. Deep iridescent toning in shades of 
auburn, turquoise and steel gray. Popular first-year-of-issue 
for the type and a good choice for a gem type set. 

583 ANACS 1860-0 MS 64. Frosty white and very choice, with just 
a touch of golden color on both sides. This scarce date has a 
mintage of only 1 million pieces. 

584 NGC 1863 MS 64. Prooflike with frosted devices. Deep russet 
toning, mostly around the peripheries. A decent example of 
this tough, low mintage (18,460) issue. 

585 NGC 1863-S MS 64. Toned in mottled golden brown over 
frosty white surfaces. This is a very well struck example from 
lightly clashed dies. Mintage: 100,000 pieces. 

586 NGC 1868 MS 65. A very scarce business strike with only 
88,000 minted. This piece has superb mint luster and is toned 
a rich gray and golden in the centers with lovely blue 
peripheral color. The surfaces appear to be unmarked, and the 
strike is-strong in most areas. Population: 5 in 65, 1 finer. 

587 NGC 1871 MS 64. Lightly toned and well struck with good 
underlying luster. 

588 NGC 1872-S MS 64. A bit softly struck, as usual, but with very 
bright surfaces and with some lovely, speckled toning on both ' 
sides. If this coin were any sharper, it would easily make the 
Gem grade. 

589 NGC 1873-S MS 66. A superb, golden toned Gem! Super 
satiny, with plenty of flashy cartwheel luster beneath the 
speckled toning. A real beauty destined to highlight any 
advanced collection. Population: 3 in 66, none higher. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 

590 NGC 1866 PR 64. Razor sharp beneath a milky steely-gray 
toning, changing to rose about the borders. A premium date 
due to the scarcity of business strikes. 


591 PCGS 1866 PR 64. Repunched Date, Breen-3118. A popular 
date as a proof because of the low mintage of business strikes 
(10,000 pieces). Brilliant and deeply mirrored in the fields with 
a sharp cameo contrast between the fields and devices. 
Population: 36 in 64, 20 finer. 

592 PCGS 1867 PR 65. Soft gray-lilac toning over glittering 
surfaces. A premium date, due to the scarcity of business 
strikes. Population: 17 in 65, 5 higher. 

593 PCGS 1870 PR 64. A sparkling, deeply-mirrored piece, with an 
area of light amber toning at the center of the obverse. 


EARLY DIMES 

594 NGC 1796 MS 62. JR-2, R.4. A sharp strike with some 
noticeable die clashing in the obverse fields. Russet peripheral 
toning with traces of blue along the left obverse edge. A rare 
mint state example of this first year dime. Population: 3 in 62, 
14 higher. 

595 PCGS 1807 MS 63. JR-1, the only variety of the year. Deeply 
toned in rich, original olive and golden brown shades. Fully 
lustrous beneath the surfaces, this example is one of the finest 
available on the market today. Easily nicer than the Davis et 
al plate, and free of any marks or defects except for some 
extremely minor adjustment marks on the lower left obverse. 
A prize for the specialist! 


BUST DIMES 

596 PCGS 1814 AU 50. JR-1, Rarity 3, Small Date. Lustrous, 
original surfaces beneath a blanket of lilac and golden brown 
colors. Softly struck near the outer edges, but all of the central 
details are sharp and well defined, even down to the center dot 
on the obverse. Wonderfully original and a pleasant 
alternative to the expensive Mint State examples. 

597 PCGS 1827 MS 63. JR-8, R.4. Fairly well struck in the 
centers, with original peripheral toning seen about the 
obverse. This scarcer variety is not often found in grades even 
approaching mint state. The Lovejoy specimen (Stacks 1990) 
was only XF. 

598 PCGS 1829 MS 64. JR-12, Rarity 3. The Davis et al Plate 
Coin and one of the finest known! Square Base 2. Believed to 
be one of less than ten examples of this variety known in Mint 
State. This piece is milky white, with lovely, mark free 
surfaces on both sides. The reverse is of full Gem quality. A 
remarkable opportunity for both the variety and the Type 
specialist! 

599 PCGS 1831 MS 63. JR-1, R.l. A lovely coin for the grade, 
boldly struck and framed in green and gold pastels. 

600 PCGS 1833 MS 62. A gray and gold patina covers most of the 
surfaces. 

601 NGC 1833 MS 65. JR-5, R.l. An original, fully frosty specimen 
that displays pinpoint detailing on the highpoints. Gray-gold 
toning lightens somewhat on the reverse, with a hint of bluish- 
green at the base. Population: 6 in 65, 2 higher. 


SEATED DIMES 
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602 PCGS 1839 No Drapery MS 63. Toned in rich silver-grey and 
lilac shades. Fully struck and free of any noticeable marks or 
defects; in fact, this appears to be a very conservatively graded 
coin. Type collectors will love the original appearance. 

603 NGC 1841 MS 65. An extraordinary example of the date, 
being struck with incredible sharpness and possessing vibrant 
mint luster under a nearly complete layering of soft orange- 
gold toning. Population; 1 in 65, 1 higher. 

604 PCGS 1856 MS 63. Essentially brilliant, with some vivid 
orange toning clinging to the stars and devices. Stars obverse 
dimes are at least five times scarcer than their legend 
counterparts. 

605 NGC 1857 MS 64. A pleasing example of this very popular 
type. A premium example. 

606 NGC 1860 MS 65. Iridescent red-gold and steel-blue toning 
frames frosty white centers on both sides of this Gem. This is a 
real dazzler, with deep swirling cartwheel luster, especially on 
the obverse. Definitely worth a premium bid just for eye 
appeal. Population: 6 in MS-65, only 4 higher. 

607 NGC 1875 MS 65. Softly struck, as are many of this issue. The 
surfaces are creamy and overlaid with a lovely, satiny, sea- 
green and golden pastel toning. In terms of originality, this is 
an exceptional coin. 

608 PCGS 1882 MS 66. An ultra frosty, ultra flashy specimen that 
is partially framed on both obverse and reverse in appealing 
reddish-orange toning. Population: 13 in 66, 1 higher. 

609 NGC 1884 MS 65. A strong strike with deep gray and reddish- 
gold highlights on the obverse. 

610 ANACS 1885 MS 62. Nicely toned with good underlying luster. 
Looks finer than the stated grade. 

611 PCGS 1885 MS 63. Rich gold toning covers prooflike fields. 

612 NGC 1886 MS 65. A highly lustrous coin that is accented by 
rich golden-gray and sea-green toning. Slightly soft on the 
head of Liberty. 

613 NGC 1886 MS 66. Toned in rich, sea-green hues on the 
obverse; the reverse is mostly golden. Well struck, very 
attractive to the eye, and fully original. Population: 8 in MS- 
66, none higher. 

614 NGC 1889 MS 64. Softly struck from worn dies. Deeply toned 
in rich olive and rose colors. 

615 PCGS 1891 MS 64. Attractive iridescent peripheral toning, 
mostly in rich shades of turquoise and blue. 


PROOF SEATED DIMES 

616 NGC 1865 PR 63. The few fight marks on this coin are well 
hidden by an iridescent layer of original steel-blue and burnt- 
gold toning. Scarce as a business strike and as a Proof. 

617 NGC 1872 PR 66. Sparkling proof brilliance beneath layers of 
mottled golden-orange and bluish-green toning, more 
extensive on the reverse. Population: 1 in 66, 3 higher. 


618 PCGS 1874 Arrows PR 64. White, with fight frosting and 
mirrored surfaces. Quite a scarce coin, with a total mintage of 
only 1,500 for the entire type. 

619 PCGS 1875 PR 62. Softly struck, so that the obverse looks like 
a Prooffike business strike. The reverse is stronger and more 
convincing as a Proof. Both sides show some fight cameo 
contrast. 

620 PCGS 1875 PR 64. This bright cameo example shows highly 
reflective surfaces beneath a layer of silver-grey and lilac 
pastel toning. One of only 700 Proofs struck. 

621 PCGS 1883 PR 64. Highly reflective fields with a hazy overlay 
of gray-golden patina. Rather sharply contrasted between the 
fields and devices. 

622 NGC 1888 PR 65. Both sides are toned in a rather dark, but 
iridescent, blend of turquoise and silver-grey color. One might 
call this the "thin staff" variety; excessive polishing of the dies 
resulted in some obliteration of the staff in the field and in 
some of the folds in the drapery near Liberty's right arm. 
Whether this anomaly might make this already impressive 
coin more valuable, we leave to the bidding audience! 


BARBER DIMES 

623 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Satiny surfaces overlaid with a lovely 
green-gold pastel toning. Popular, first year of issue. 

624 PCGS 1896 MS 65. Toned in attractive, translucent steel-blue 
and green-gold colors. This bright Gem will make a nice 
addition to any high grade date or type set. An early date 
which is much scarcer in Gem than most of the dates in the 
1900s. 

625 PCGS 1905-S MS 66. Multi-colored pastel toning dances over 
the obverse of this beauty. The reverse is less colorful but just 
as nice, with deep steel-blue toning covering all but a small, 
rose-colored section. This exceptional piece is easily one of the 
finest known, as evidenced by the following population figures: 
4 in MS-66, 3 in MS-67. 

626 NGC 1908 MS 65. Mostly white, with deep satiny luster on 
both sides surrounded by golden brown peripheral color. Nice, 
original, very clean and very attractive. 

627 NGC 1908-0 MS 65. Rainbow toned over satiny surfaces. 

Fully struck and decidedly choice. Population: 5 in MS-65, 2 in 
MS-67, none higher. 

628 PCGS 1910 MS 65. Full frosty mint luster appears beneath a 
layer of silver-grey toning. Nice, flashy and very original. 

629 NGC 1911 MS 65. Semi-prooflike and quite well struck. Light 
golden toning appears in the protected areas and near the 
rims. 

630 NGC 1914 MS 64. Fully struck and lightly toned. 

631 NGC 1915-S MS 63. Bright mint luster with a few speckles of 
russet scattered over both sides. 


PROOF BARBER DIMES 
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632 PCGS 1894 PR 65. The deeply reflective proof mirrors are 
overlaid with a rich violet-russet and royal blue toning. A very 
attractive example of this popular type. 

633 NGC 1913 PR 64. Rich amber-gold to nin g with some lovely 
iridescence on the reverse. Light frosting on the main device 
adds eye appeal. 


MERCURY DIMES 

634 PCGS 1916-S MS 65. Light flecks of silver-grey toning appear 
on the obverse. The reverse has a light golden pastel color. 
Very close to having full bands. 

635 PCGS 1917-S MS 65. Nice and original, with a light milky gold 
color covering both sides. 

636 PCGS 1919-D MS 63 Full Bands. Just a line or two from 
perfection. Beautifully toned in rich, original green-gold and 
lilac hues.
